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Reasons For Allowance 



The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The basis for the allowability is : 

Claims 1-11 recites the combination of forming a trench in an isolation region of a 
semiconductor substrate and then forming an insulation film within the trench; forming a screen 
oxide film on the semiconductor then forming a triple well though an ion implantation process 
using a given mask; removing the screen oxide film, forming a tunnel oxide film and a first 
polysilicon layer and then patterning the first polysilicon to form a floating gate over the 
substrate in the memory cell region; forming a second polysilicon layer to form a control gate in 
the memory cell region; injecting an ion for controlling the threshold voltage into the exposed 
semiconductor substrate of the peripheral circuit region; and forming a gate oxide film and a 
third polysilicon layer over the semiconductor substrate of the peripheral circuit region to form a 
gate of transistor. 

None of the art of record teaches nor suggests to combine above cited limitations in the 
claimed invention as a whole.
